MOST  IMPROVED 

In  the  first  practice  game  of  the  '60  season,  the  Lynx  piled  up  a  huge  statistical 
advantage  over  the  Kuays  but  came  out  on  the  bottom  of  a  14-0  score.  Several 
Lincoln  drives  were  halted  by  the  clock,  penalties,  and  fumbles.  Lynx  rushers  and 
passers  picked  up  sixteen  first  downs  to  six  for  Queen  Anne. 

In  the  first  game  of  what  could  prove  to  be  a  bitter  rivalry  between  Lincoln 
and  its  new  neighbor,  Ingraham,  the  Lynx  played  daring  football  and  beat  the 
inexperienced  Rams,  19-0.  Halfbacks  Lee  Kitchel  and  Terry  Cummings  got  Lin¬ 
coln's  first  two  touchdowns  and  tackle  Del  Molenkamp  pounced  on  a  fumble 
in  the  end  zone  for  another  touchdown.  Fullback  Ron  Roe  was  the  outstanding 
rusher  in  the  game,  rambling  for  82  yards  in  9  carries.  The  Lynx  defense  was 
also  impressive,  stopping  the  Rams  twice  inside  the  10-yard  line. 

In  their  first  varsity  football  game  with  Shoreline,  the  scrappy  Lynx  fought 
like  their  namesake  while  going  down  to  defeat.  This  game  showed  for  the  first 
time  the  Lynx  "Razzle  Dazzle"  play  which  produced  an  83-yard  touchdown  in  the 
first  quarter  from  Tom  Barrett  to  Wally  Skidmore.  The  Lynx  were  still  in  the  ball 
game  until  the  powerful  Spartans  scored  their  second  touchdown  with  seconds 
remaining. 

Lincoln  built  up  a  huge  statistical  advantage  against  Ballard,  but  penalties 
and  two  long  pass  plays  spoiled  the  Lynx  charges  and  they  went  down  to  a  12-6 
defeat.  Tom  Barrett  scored  the  only  Lynx  touchdown  on  a  quarterback  sneak. 

The  Roosevelt  Teddies  were  able  to  penetrate  a  stubborn  Lincoln  defense  to 
score  a  first-half  touchdown  and  then  had  to  hold  on  as  the  Lynx  came  back  in  the 
second  half  and  desperately  tried  to  click  for  a  touchdown  drive.  A  47-yard  pass 
play  from  quarterback  Tom  Barrett  to  end  Roger  Rourke  put  Lincoln  on  the  Teddy 
36-yard  line,  but  they  could  not  move  the  ball  any  farther.  A  small,  inexperienced 
line  that  was  a  question  mark  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  proved  itself  capable 
of  handling  its  share  of  the  load. 

In  the  Edmonds  game  the  Lynx  finally  came  into  their  own  routing  the  Tigers, 
31-7.  Alert  line  play  by  centers  Doug  Proudlock  and  Jim  Parsons,  the  long,  high 
punts  of  quarterback  Dave  Moffitt,  and  the  daring  running  of  halfbacks  Lee 
Kitchel,  Chuck  Czubin,  and  Bill  Platt  highlighted  the  game.  Lynx ,  touchdowns 
were  scored  by  Barrett,  Kitchel,  Platt,  and  Zahran.  With  this  victory  the  Lynx 
clinched  fourth  place  in  the  North  Division. 

The  West  Seattle  game  made  high  school  fans  take  notice  of  the  Lincoln  squad, 
a  team  that  started  slowly  but  was  improving  rapidly.  On  the  first  play  after  the 
kick-off.  Bullet  Bill  Platt  shot  off  tackle  and  went  83  yards  for  the  touchdown. 
Another  Lynx  tally  came  in  the  second  quarter  when  Chuck  Czubin,  Gary  Axtell, 
and  Ron  Roe  sparked  an  81-yard  drive.  Czubin  got  the  touchdown  on  a  1-yard 
plunge. 

The  mighty  Lynx  finished  fast  in  the  football  race  walloping  Sealth,  33-6,  to 
take  seventh  place  in  the  Metro  League.
